DIPLOMAT’S AUTO TOO FAST. 


But de la Fosse, Like Gurney, Pleads 
Privilege.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Another auto- 
mobile case like that of Hugh Gurney of 
the British Embassy at Lee, Mass., last} 
Summer, has occurred here. The diplo- 
mat this time is M. de la Fosse, the 
Counsellor of the French Embassy. 

On Sunday morning a big touring car, 
containing M. de la Fosse and a chauf- 
feur, came around Depont Circle and 
down Connecticut Avenue at a terrific 
speed. Bicycle Sergt. Bode gave chase 
and overtook the car as it was traveling, 
according to the policeman’s speedometer, 
at a rate of twenty-two miles an hour. 

When halted by the policeman the oc- 
cupant of the automobile showed indigna- 
tion. 

‘“‘I French Embassy! 
cried, waiving his arms. 

“Oh, are you the French Ambassador?” 
tasked the policeman. 

‘‘Non, non. Not ze Ambassador, but 
French Embassy,’’ was the reply. 

By consulting the District records it was 
ascertained that the owner of the car was 
M. de la Fosse. Bode made a formal re- 
port to Major Sylvester, Superintendent 
of Police, and it was through this means 
that the incident became known to-day. 
It also appeared that numerous complaints 
of a similar character had been regis- 
tered against M. de la Fosse since his 
connection with the embassy, and that 
on two prior occasions the complaints 
had ben referred by the Superintendent 
of Police to the District Commissioners.

Ferrule on Forgotten Property Made 
Fuses Blow Out. 


An umbrella left in the car by an ab- 
sent-minded passenger caused an explo- 
sion in a Subway train in the yards above 
One Hundred and Fifty-seventh Street 
last evening. In the explosion two men 
were badly burned and one of them is ina 
serious condition in the J. Hood Wright 
Memorial Hospital. The man badly 
burned is George Ridell, an inspector of 
electricity. The other is Edward Taylor, 
the conductor. Taylor went home after 
his burns had been treated by an ambu- 
lance surgeon. 

When the subway train reached One 
Hundred and Forty-fifth Street just be- 
fore five o'clock all the passengers left 
it, and it started to run, “ dead,’’ to the 
yards. Among the passengers was an old 
man, who asked the conductor several 
times to be sure to tell him when One 
Hundred and Forty-fifth Street was 
lreached. During the trip the old man sat 
in the first seat in the first car directly 
behind the motor-man’s box, 

Near the seat is a switch box with a 
small door, and this box contains the 
fuses for shutting on and off the power 
and reversing it. ‘he old man placed 
his umbrella near this box, and when he 
left the train he forgot to take the um- 
brelia with him.

MUNROES GOT $480,000 


FROM THE CITY BANK 


Eight Unsecured Notes from Nov. 
27 to Dec. 7. 


HAD $60,000 EVERY MORNING 


It Back When Market Closed 
Day — Business Satisfac-

tory, A. G. Loomis Says. 


Eight notes of Munroe & Munroe to the 
National City Bank, unsecured and unin- 
dorsed, for $60,000 cach, have been discov- 
ered among the papers of the suspended 
| brokerage firm. At subsequent proceed- 
lings in the pending bankruptcy action 
they will be taken as the basis of search- 
|} ing inquiry into the relations existing be- 
tween the brokers, managers of the Mont- 
real and Boston Consolidated pool, and 
Archibald G. Loomis, Second Vice Presi- 
| dent of the City Bank, and once Treas- 
urer of the Montreal and Boston syndl- 
cate, who, the Munroe creditors ullege, 
was, for the purposes of their claims, a 
partner in the business. 

The circumstances under which the 
notes were made and accepted have been 
|} cleared up definitely. The brokers put 
|} them in the bank on successive business 
mornings from Nov. 27 to Dec. 7, the day 
before Munroe & Munroe failed to make 
good their contracts on 100,000 shares of 
Montreal and Boston. On each afternoon, 
about the time the market closed, the} 
brokers took up the note of that day and | 





stuod square until the following morning, 


when they went to the bank again. At} 
the time of the failure, so it was said at 
the City Bank yesterday afternoon, Mun- 
roe & Munroe owed nothing, but had a 
balance to their credit. 

Meanwhile the brokers had been buy- 
ing and selling an average of nearly 
100,000 shares of Montreal and Boston 
l every day out on the curb. For instance, 
lon Nov. 28, they bought 99,200 shares 
costing $294,999, and sold 94,420 shares 
for $284,297. On the following day, in 
which there was quite a movement in 
the stock, they bought 94,000 shares for 
$271,000 and sold 97,000 shares for $275,000. 
|On Dee. 7, the day before the failure, the 
sales were 91,640 shares and the pur- 
chases 96,000 shares. 

Such purchases, George H. Munroe 
testified before United ‘States Commis- 
sioner Alexander, were made in order to 
sustain the price so that the syndicate 
might sel] its 700,000 shares, at figures it 
considered justified by the value of the 
properties. Munroe & Munroe, according 
to the report of the Audit. Company, ac- 
quired 1,799,724 shares for this purpose 
between Nov. 21 and Dec. 7. During the 





entire efforts of the brokers in the syn- 


dicate’s behalf, which began in the late 
summer, they sold something like 130,000 
shares for the syndicate account 

Fighty-eight thousand shares of their 
own stock were found in a tin box in the 
offices after the ‘failure. 


SUGGESTED WASH SALES. 


On the basis of all these things, Samuel 
Untermyer, counsel for the creditors, has 
suggested to various witnesses at bank- 
ruptcy hearings already held that 
purchases and sales by Munroe & Munroe 
mu*t have been matched off against each 
otber from day to day, which, according 
to “r. Untermyer, constituted the process 
of ‘‘washing”’ stock. In this opinion 


Quincy Ward Boese, counsel for the syn- 
dicate, agreed while he was on the wit- 
ness stand, and even told how he had 
been made an unconscious agent in the 
washing process. 

The part that Mr. Loomis played has 
not been canvassed extensively thus far. 
As the first Treasurer of the syndicate, he 
issued, according to the testimony of Mr. 
Boese, the calls upon members for install- 
ments of their subscriptions, and received 
the payments. Mr. Boese also said that 
Mr. Loomis called his attention first to 
the Montreal and Boston proposition, and 
that Mr. Loomis’s son, A. G. Loomis, Jr., 
subsequently became ‘Treasurer of the 
company, continuing until recently. So 
the syndicate was organized, including as 
underwriters not only Messrs. Loomis, A. 
B. Leach of Farson, Leach & Co., and the 
others weed mentioned, but the firm of 
Ei. ie Co., which, through a Mr.
